The Alaska Federation of Natives will hold an important board meeting on Thursday, 
February 21st in Anchorage at CIRIDs offices on San Jeronimo Drive, across from the 
Anchorage Daily News. Start time: 10:30am. 

One issue that is sure to come up: AFNOs financial meltdovm. 

Rumors have been circulating for some time. But if you visit AFNDs DCD Street Office, 
youDll see confirmation — lots of empty rooms on the third floor, a sign that AFN is now 
a smaller, leaner operation.

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Talked with George Irwin, Vice President of AFN last week. He is currently working 
without pay -- and hopes Co go back on salary, in a different position, when some other 
funding comes in. 



irwin says AFN has been downsized to about six people. He expects the staf f to grow 
back to about eight or nine workers, still a skeleton crew. 

So what happened? 



Irwin saya moving the annual convention to Fairbanks last year proved costly and while 
in the midst of planning it, AFN President Julie Kitka realized the convention would be 
followed by layoffs, to cover the costs. It was a tough choice to make. 



Also, AFN dues, paid by the regional Native Corporations, have not changed much over the 
years to reflect the growing expenses. 



AFN will ask Native Corporations to increase their dues. And while they may do so, itDs 
not likely they will bail out the organization completely. 



AFN is definitely in a tight spot 



'irwin' says Native Corporations are now feeling their might D enjoying unprecedented 
growth and many ctonDt feel that AFN is needed a-s it once was. He put it this way, DThe 
children are turning their parents out in the cold.D 

In talking with others who follow Native politicsD 

This financial crisis has precipitated a leadership tussleO a push to get longtime AFN 
President Julie Kitka to step aside. 

AFN under KitkaOs leadership, has done a virtuoso job of forwarding the Native agenda. 
It remains to be seen if sheDll weather this. 



Senator Albert KookeshDs Office has been quiet about AFNDs finances. Kookesh is co-chair 
of AFN, along with Tim Towarak, who once held the Rural Advisor position in the Knowles 
administration. 

We may know more about what direction AFNDs leadership takes, after AFNDs board meeting 
tomorrow (Thursday) . 



AFN has invited the Governor, Commissioner Emil Notti, Frank Bailey and me to attend D in 
person or via teleconf erence . 
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So whatDs the administrationDs role in this? Not much right now, except to recognize 
that AFN is struggling, to stay tuned in and supportive. 



For the state, a weakened AFN does not bode well. 



Although AFN has sometimes clashed with the state on issues like subsietence, AFN, in 
its forty years, has done much to bring about conaensuB in Rural Alaska and furthered 
many good causes . 



The only other statewide Native organization, the Alaska Inter-Tribal Council, has not 
had AFNDs resources, nor its success. it has also had a more adversarial relationship 
with the state. 



In recent years, AFN has been working hard with the state and federal government to 
promote economic development in villages. 

By bringing in the World Bank and the Alaska Marketplace Program, AFN has done some good 
work.. There is more awareness now about the basic financial inf rastructure lacking in 
Rural Alaska. 



As this administration attempts to strengthen public safety in Rural Alaska, combat 
sexual abuse, promote healthy lifestyles, deal with climate change and lower the cost of 
energy, it will need many partners, as well as AFNDs expertise and support.

Talked with George Irwin, Vice Preaident of AFN laat week. He is currently working 
without pay -- and hopes to go back on aalary, in a different poaition, when eome < 
funding come a in. 
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irwin says AFN has been dpwnsized to about six people. He expects the staf f to grow 
back to about eight or nine workers, etill a skeleton crew. 

So what happened? 

Irwin says moving the annual convention to Pairbanks last year proved costly -- and while 
in the midat of planning it, AFN President Julie Kitka realized the convention would be 
followed by layoffs, to cover the costs.

Dear Solicitor General Clement: 

I have been an Alaska Commercial Fisherman for over 40 years. During that time I have always 
been involved in the broad array of issues that could have an impact on the clean water and 
habitat that is vital to the health of my industry. Such is the case of the Kensington Mine Iocated 
near one of our very successful salmon fisheries in Lynn Canal. 

For nearly 20-years other Southeast Alaska Gillnetters and I have followed Coeur Alaska and 
Goldbelt in their efforts to open the Kensington Gold Mine and build a dock at Cascade Point. 
They have freguently requested our input to insure that the developments would have no impact 
on a valuable fishery. Our Communications have been productive and resulted in a mutually 
acceptable project that was permitted by all the agencies in July 2005. 

It was important that during construction, Coeur Alaska hired and contracted locally. In fact, 
over 50% of a plus 380 person work force was Native-affiliated. Unfortunately, those year- 
round, high paying jobs were halted by the injunction. 

We ask that you join Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt Inc. and urge the Supreme Court to review the 
decision of the Ninth Circuit Court in which SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation, and the Sierra 
Club sued the agencies for granting 404 permits to Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt. It is our opinion 
that the agencies were correct in issuing these permits and that the Ninth Circuit Court has made 
a questionable reading of the Clean Water Act in this case. 

The decision by the Ninth Circuit Court vacating Goldbelt' s 404 permit is a gross injustice to the 
intent of Congress when it enacted the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act providing these 
Iands to Goldbelt with the intent that they be used for economic development and betterment of 
Goldbelt's stockholders. It is disappointing that SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation and the 
Sierra Club are using this lawsuit to block Goldbelt* s ability to develop its land in an 
environmentally responsible manner.

On behalf of First Things First, Inc., I urge you to file a petition for writ of certiorari in the case

Among the several issues that will be considered during the NGA winter meeting, 
Governor Pawlenty's Clean Energy Initiative and Real ID will receive particular 
attention in Governors' Only Meetings and otherwise. 

Accordingly, I have attached one pagers prepared by the DC staff on each issue. 
Also attached is a letter from NGA to members of the Senate concerning the 
Maintenance of Effort requirement in the pending higher education legislation. This 
issue may receive some attention as well. 

The MOE requirement, which is opposed by most Governors, appears in the House 
version of the Higher Education bill but not in the Senate counterpart. So, the 
requirement will be debated in an upcoming conference committee. 

Sam Bishop will be present to assist you with respect to the Clean Energy Initiative 
and during the meeting of NGA' s Resources Committee. Allison Nyholm will be 
generally present, as she was last year, to provide support on health, education, and 
social service issues. 

Regarding your meeting with Secretary Kempthorne, there are few Alaska issues 
pending with the Secretary, according to our own review and discussions with 
members of the Resources Cabinet. The polar bear issue is the principal exception. 

At our last check,the ESA decision was still being hotry debated within the Bush 
administration. A decision could come at any time. As you know, the State has 
provided substantial input on the administrative record, and there is nothing more 
we can think to do at the moment.

It looks as if Senator McCain will be the presidential candidate of our 
party, but I can't think of many Alaska issues where he has been supportive over 
the years. 

We have madc a conccrted effort to reach him on ANWR but to no avail. While I 
understand his concern about the congressional earmarking process, it sometimes 
appears that he is singling out Alaska for special treatment. 

I think that the Republican Governor's Association will be responsive to your 
request. If not, we may have other ways to contact Senator McCain. For whatever 
it's worth, I agree with your premise that there needs to be some dialog between you 
and him before he can expect public support. I don't know that we will change his 
mind, but at least you may be able to develop a relationship that will inure to 
Alaska's benefit later on. 

ps: I sure hope that, next year, we can maintain the votes necessary in the Senate 
to sustain or threaten a filibuster on issues, such as ANWR wilderness legislation, 
that are inimical to Alaska's interests, because none of the current candidates for 
President seems to be empathic.

Among the several issues that will be considered during the NGA winter meeting, 
Governor Pawlenty's Clean Energy Initiative and Real ID will receive particular 
attention in Govemors' Only Meetings and otherwise. 

Accordingly, I have attached one pagers prepared by the DC staff on each issue. 
Also attached is a letter from NGA to members of the Senate concerning the 
Maintenance of Effort requirement in the pending higher education legislation. This 
issue may receive some attention as well. 

The MOE requirement, which is opposed by most Governors, appears in the House 
version of the Higher Education bill but not in the Senate counterpart. So, the 
requirement will be debated in an upcoming conference committee. 

Sam Bishop will be present to assist you with respect to the Clean Energy Initiative 
and during the meeting of NGA's Resources Committee. AHison Nyholm will be 
generally present, as she was last year, to provide support on health, education, and 
social service issues. 

Regarding your meeting with Secretary Kempthorne, there are few Alaska issues 
pending with the Secretary, according to our own review and discussions with 
members of the Resources Cabinet. The polar bear issue is the principal exception. 

At our last check,the ESA decision was still being hotly debated within the Bush 
administration. A decision could come at any time. As you know, the State has 
provided substantial input on the administrative record, and there is nothing more 
we can think to do at the moment.
